Some  of  the  Mayflower  Descend¬ 
ants.  Stephen  Hopkins  came  in  the 
Mayflower.  He  was  ths  Ktii  signer  of 
the  Mayflower  compact.  With  him 
came  his  daughter  Constance,  then  vet 
in  her  teens. 

In  1627,  Constance  Hopkins  inter¬ 
married  with  Col.  Nicholas  Snow. 
Their  daughter  Mary  was  born  before 
16140  and  was  reamed  to  Thomas  Paine 
before  the  year  1550.  This  Thomas 
Paine  was  horn  about  the  year  1012. 
He  became  a  leading  man  and  was  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  public  service  for  50 
years.  He  died  in  170C*.  iim  wife  died 
m  1704.  Their  son  Elisha  was  the  fifth 
in  order  of  their  nine  children. 
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As  stated  m  The  Traveler,  Elisha 
Paine,  bom  in  1659,  msrried  Rebecca 
Doano  in  1635.  moved  to  Canterbury, 
Conn.,  In  1730  and  died  there  in  178-5. 
He  ws3  an  influential  man  and  was 
one  of  the  eight  mo  organized  the 
Canterbury  church,  June  11,  1711.  He 
had  three  sons  who  became  clergyman. 

A  daughter  intermarried  with  Edward 
Cleveland.  The  Paines  and  the  Cleve¬ 
lands  so  allied  were  instrumental  in 
curtailing  the  power  of  the  ministry  in 
Connecticut. 

Upon  the  memorial  of  Josiah  Cleve¬ 
land  f>nd  Elisha  Paine,  the  Colonial 
Assembly  took  action  in  regard  to  the 
dissensions  in  the  Canterbury  church. 

Abraham  Paine,  son  of  'Elisha  and 
Rebecca,  was  born  at  Barnstable,  1696,- 
and  married  Ruth  Adams,  Dec.  19, 
1717.  Ruth  was  a  descendant  of  Henry 
Adams,  of  Braintree,  Mass. 

It  seems  that  the  history  of  Abra¬ 
ham  and  Ruth  had  been  unaccounted 
for  during  many  years.  It  was  re- 
markaole  that  their  biographies  should 
have  been  so  long  neglected  by  such  a 
progeny  and  its  multiplication. 

Abraham  and  Ruth  Pains  were  bap¬ 
tized  at  Canterbury  in  1739,  with  their 
nine  children.  In  1741  they  moved  to 
Nine  Partners,  now  Amenia,  N.  Y. 

The  grave  of  Abraham  Paine,  in  the 
old  cemetery,  has  this  literal  inscrip¬ 
tion  on  the  stone  above  it:  ”  In  mem¬ 
ory  of  Mr.  Abraham  Pain,  Seenor,  who 
died  March  2uth,  in  the  80th  year  of 
his  age,  1776.” 

Thomas  Pains,  the  third  child  of 
Abraham  and  Ruth,  was  botn  1724.  He 
graduated  from  Yale  College  in  1748 
and  settled  over  the  Presbyterian 
church  at  Outehogue,  L.  I.  He  mar¬ 
ried,  in  1710,  Abigail  (the  widow  Hull), 
daughter  of  Joseph  and  Abigail  Wick¬ 
ham,  and  died  while  such  pastor  in 
1765.  The  inscription  from  the  tomn 
in  the  Cutchcgue  graveyard  reads: 
“In  Memory  of  Rev.  Mr.  Thomas 
Paine  the  Pastor  in  this  place,  who 
lived  desired  by  many.  A  distinguished 
preacher  of  righteousness.  A  success¬ 
ful  healer  of  the  sick,  and  died  lament¬ 
ed  by  the  most  on  October  15th,  1766. 
in  the  43rd  year  of  h-a  age.” 

”  Ah,  Cruel  di-mh.  why  didst  thou  strike  so 
U"ick 

That  eukie  of  soul  ami  healer  of  the  sick? 
Not  death,  but  God  the  author  of  the 
breath, 

Thereby  to  prize  such  useful  man  to 
take  )  ” 

He  was  also  a  doctor  of  medicine. 

The  inscription  ori  the  tomb  over  the 
grave  of  hi?  widow  reads: 

"In  memory  of  Abigail,  relict  of 
Rev.  Thomas  Payne,  who  died  March 
17,  1791,  in  the  66th  year  of  her  age 
She  was  born  Dec.  5,  1725,  and  was 
the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Abigail 
Wickham.” 

It  does  not  require  particular  stretch 
of  imagination  to  understand  why  the 
Puritanic  widow  changed  the  name  of 
her  deceased  husband  from  Paine  to 
Payne  at  some  time  during  the  latter 
period  of  her  widowhood. 

The  descendants  of  Rev.  Thomas 
Paine  all  spelling  the  name  Payne  have 
been  numerous  and  are  readily  trace¬ 
able.  They,  however,  have  been  few 
in  number  when  compared  with  the 
number  of  those  dead  and  living  de¬ 
scendants  of  the  Thomas  Paine-  and 
Mary,  the  granddaughter  of  Pilgrim 
Stephen  Hopkins.
